While things go better with 
Coke, Terre Hauteans will be 
getting their pause that refreshes 
from somewhere else. 

The Terre Haute Coca-Cola Bot- 
tling Co. at 924 Lafayette Ave. will 
cease bottling operations Sept. 9, 
with the subsequent loss of eight 
jobs, says General Manager Barry 
Powell. 

The local plant, which had been 
bottling continuously since 1904, 
packages returnable goods and fell 
victim to the popularity of the 
canned product, Powell said. The 
local plant doesn’t have equipment 
to handle canned Coke. f 

“We are the last bottler in Terre 
Haute, and one of the last Coca- 

Cola bottlers between Indianapolis 
and Evansville,” Powell said. “Now, 
most production of Coca-Cola is 
done in large production centers.” 

Powell said the speed of the Vi 
equipment today has resulted in “i 
large production centers, “One can 
line produces 2,500 cans of Coke 
per minute and can supply three 
states,” he said. . 3 

The local plant produced Coke in “Ommu; T 
returnable bottles and distributed 4 “Migirs Fil 
the product in 12 counties in Aiea: 
Indiana and Illinois. 

With the cessation of the bottling 
operation, the local plant will 
become a distribution center, get- 
ting its product from Indianapolis, 

Powell said.
